London, ' Feb, is.— Lord Londonderry, 
Conservative, resumed the debate on the 

address in the IIouso of Lords. He spoke 
of the laat convention of Ulster Unionists 
over wliicli ho presided, and declared tlio 
men of Ulster ready to liglitto tlie laat notch 
tho proposed Dublin parliament. They will 
shed blood rather than allow impairment of 
the constitution. Tho men of Ulster deserve 
only words of commendation for their devo- 
tion to tlic best iiitereeta of tlie lOmpire. 

In-tho Commons, Sir KJwardGrcy, ecero- 
tary for the foreign offiae, said that the cases 
of the seizure of tho British' sealers by I^iia- 
sians had been brought to the attention of 
the Russian Government, which luid promis- 
ed inrjuiiy uud redress, Tho collision bo- 
tween tlie Russians ami .VfghanB in the Pa- 
mir country last iluly was nlao under con- 
sideration, J, 

Col. Saunderaon (Conservative), leader of 
th^ Irish-Unionists, attuoked the evicted 
tenants' oommisaion. lie spared no invec- 
tive, and said ttie eommiBsion'a course 
was in line witli the policy of the Irish Chief 
Secretary in releasing thcGiveedore assas- 
sins, who, led by a murderous rulRan, liad 
done to death a faithful ellioer. I'lio term 
"murderous nillian" win interpreted by 
Irish iiieiDbem ua alludiui; to I'ather Mc- 
l'\ulden, and licvcral voices were lifted in 
proleot. Col. Saunderaon went on deti intiy 
and umlauiitcdly : " ^'es," he cried, " lliey 
were led by a murderous ruiliiin '." A num- 
ber of Iiish memhcra were on their feet in 
an instant witli criea of " Urder, order ! " 
and " \\ itlulriiw the expression, it is a mf- 
tiaiilj' utlcruiice 1 " Tlie .Speaker demanded 
order. 

Joliii Diilon usked : "Is tlic member 
from Kortli Arniigh entitled to s.iy the 
prieat is a murderer 1" 

Col. S.uinderaon.in a tone of cool contempt 
and deliance, ai.id : " I withdraw nothing, 
I did not call him a murderer, but a mur- 
derous ruliiun." 

TreiiienduUH uproar cusunl. When quiet 
was restored the voice of ,Iohn Uillon was 
lieard appealing to the .Speaker to compel 
Col. SaunderEOU to withdraw liis cxprca- 
siou, 

" It is not in my power," said tho Speak- 
er, " to interfere, but I trust the honorable 
member from North Armagh will not per- 
sist in irritating lungiiage." 

John Dillon said: "I move that 'he 
member ueing such lauKmigo ia no longer (it 
to be liciird. Tlie niemb". from North 
Armagh would not d.iro use such tcrnia out- 
side tlie House." Tlie cliair refuacd to put 
.Mr. Dillon's motion. 

Tne uproar among tho Iriali Natioiialiats 
continued and Ei cnicd gaining in energy 
when Mr. flludatono aioao. All became 
siltnl. lie Hpoke earne stly and with dee]i 
feeling. lie appealed to tho Iriali Xational- 
i.strt tii ipsli'iiiii tlieniselvea. In llu; intereat.s 
ot hoiuu- and liiu dignity of parliumeiit all 
mcinbera aliould assist in bringing tho socno 
to a cloae us soon as poasiblc. "Surely," 
added Mr. (Uidstoue, "tho honorable mem- 
l)or for Xorth Arma/;h will refrain from 
calling a gentlemen held by many in the 
highc-t lespect a murderous ruflian." 

Colonel .S:unrlerson sliou'td no figiis of 
yicliliiig, even to tlie premier. Tlieii Mr. 
I'.ilfdur, the Ci)::.srrv:iti\-i; lender, nvoi v and 
ajjpealeil to Mr.S;iuniici,nn lo i'. itiidi vv.- the 
expre.saion and aiihstituti- tli;u- (d '■cxcitcil 
polilieiaiiii." Then Mr. Saunderaon said 
shiv. ly hiiil 'loliheratoly, "I accept the sug- 
ge.ition and withdraw the expression for the 
one mentioned." 

The tumult ceased, butMr.Saunderson did 
cot subside. He proceeded to attack 
Mr. Gladstone for attempting to establish 
Booian Catholio ascendency in Irelaiul. 
Tho priests, Mr. Saunderaon said, had 
grabb' il p'llilical power and never intended 
to roliix tluir grasp. As a specimen of the 
men to wlioni it v. aa proposed to deliver the 
goveriimrnl of In.l.iml ilfy ndght take 
tlio memijcr friini Xnrth l.'nilli, wlio 
recently called rarnelliii- iiiciidnT.s, ",]iiek- 
a.si.LM of the Billy Redmond type, v. l-.o 
had no more sense tlian lienp." (I. uighler.) 

Then came a succession of uuinttresLiug 
speakers until iMr. Chamberlain arose. He 
proceeded to comment upon tho release of 
tho Irish dynamiters. 

Mr, Morloy deaorlbcd Mr. Chamberlain's 
utterances as malicious and mischievous. 
Ho exhorted the Opposition not to commit 
the crime of wiahiiig and working for the 
failiin; of the Goveniineiit'a policy toward 
Ireland. 

I.OMKiN, l"el). .'i — In the House ef Com- 
nions \Villii'.iii I'.edtuond asked if Mr. As- 
(|uilh the lionic Becretary, would K iiiction 
an iiulependi.nl iii(|uiry into the anility of 
Dr. Calliiglur, now confined in Portland 
pri-on. 

Mr. Awjuilh ilccliiicd. Ho added that 
he hiid ahcidy cuuHi'd a careful inquiry to 
be luiulo into the mental condition of Dr. 
Callaglicr, and he was iiatisfiod that tho 
prisoner was perfectly Biuio. 

Mr. Darling, Conaervativo Unionist, 
aakcd iilr. Murley, ciiief secretary for Ire- 
laud, whether in view of the decision ren- 
dered yestei day hi Dublin by Lord Chief 
Justice O'Brien to tho cU'jct that tho 1 riah 
Clovernment had acted illegally in rcfu.'dng 
protection lo I'lierill'a and hiulills engaged in 
executing writa of eviction at night, the 
circular giving tlio police the illegal direc- 
tions, would be withdrawn, 

Mr. Morloy guardedly answered that the 
Lord Chief Justice's deoision would com- 
mand the attention af tho Irish Govern- 
ment, and that whatever directions were 
iieecssary would be given to the police. 

'I'lie debate on tlio addreaa jik-cm di'd 
iiionolor.ouHly until Henry Laboueheic [un- 
poaod un amendment in favor of witlidr.n-,-- 
mg entirely from Uganda. Mr. Labou- 
choro's i;pi!(.cli, ho\ve\'i r, diaapiiointcil the 
Oppo.iilinii, whn liiiij f.\-|).'fl cd i'. Ill ivj' at- 
l"i;lc ml th(! ( I<iv( 1 nnii'id 'u p:ilicy in (hi' 
IwHt andin Morlh Africa. Tiio c-(]jrH:ti'd 
tone of uncdiuprnmising he.stilily wai lack- 
ing, in fact, the hjrieeli w;i'! of the ni'.turc 
of a friendly re1110n.1l rauciMvit li the miiiia- 
tera for- not having cut loore at once from 
the rei'ponaliiilitiea inheriicd from the Ci'ii- 
Bcrvativis. Ailer vindicating tho riglit of 
tho House of Coitimons to control the Gov- 



ernment's foreign policy, Mr. Labouchere 
addreaaed himself to the Egyptian olTitir, 

He recognized tho fact, he said, that the 
action of tho Government in Egypt had been 
necessary to maintain the Taw, but he 
felt now that tho sooner tho occjpation 
ceoaed, tho better it would be for all con- 
cerned, as the khedive and his people were 
unalterably opposed to the British rogimo 
Ho hoped tho Government would treat with 
France in a friendly spirit concerning the 
withdrawal. It would bo a disgrace to the 
great liberal party if they went out of oliico 
without having fullilled their pledges to 
leave Egypt, 

Referring to tho understanding that Lord 
Salisbury had assured Italy of British sup- 
port In ease of war between Italy and 
France, Mr.' 'Labsuchero requested tho 
prime minister to state that his government 
was In no wise responsible if Italy in consc- 
<|uenoe of her membership of the triple alli- 
ance went to war with France. In that caso 
Italy must be loft to fight her oivn buttles. 
(Liberal cheers. ) 

Hecurring to the subject of Uganda, Mr. 
Labauchero ridiculed the pretensions of the 
lOaat African Company to a mission of civili- 
zition. Tho proa]icctua of the company, 
with its mingling o[ trade and philanthropy, 
smacked of humbug such us Horatio Kot- 
tomley of tho Hansard Union might have 
put Ilia name to. Tho real pou-er of the 
company lay in tho spirit of jingoism be- 
hind it. Ho would warn tho House that if 
this sort of thing continued the British em- 
Iiiro would go to pieces lilce an overfilled 
balloon. 

Ironical laughter from Ihc opposition 
greeted this statement; huO raiaiog liia v.oiee, 
Mr. Labouohero proceeded without pause to 
his final statement that, as a practical man, 
ho was disinclined to divide tho House on 
tho amendment and therefore was willing to 
defer tho decision in the matter until the 
vote of expenses for the IJgandd commission 
should come up. 

Mr. (ihidatone replied that Mr. Labonch- 
oro might better have reaervcd his speech 
abo until the vote on this (pieation came up. 
As to the relations of Italy to the triple al- 
liance and France, he was not aware that 
anything had occurred since the accession of 
the present government to power to cause 
uneasiness about Great Britain's ■ for- 
eign relations. Tho governnienb aimed to 
maintain eternal peace, and ho trusted it 
\vould bo able to restore the desired har- 
mony between the native government and 
Croat Britain. A spirit of conioUlation, Iio 
believed, animated the French government, 
and this spirit would be reciprocated, 
although he' declined to express an 
opinion afTccting Kngland's liberty 
of action in tho matter of remote 
or immediate withdrawal from lOgypt. 

In reply to rjucationi of Mr. Co:ichon 
Sir William llarcouit umiomiced tlhil Sir 
Ce-rald I'ortal, government commLsaioner to 
bgaiuia, had been empowered to arrange 
for the preservation of the peace after leav- 
ing Uganda. 

-Mr. Clad.-itnnc concurred in his reply, but 
objected to Mr. Coacbcn'a attempt to inter 
pret his eoneurrenco as an admiubion that 
I'ortal waa to have a free baud to do aa lie 
thought bent. 

After a discu6S^^Il laating for three hours 
tho House of Lords assented to tho (Jueen's 
address without a division.

W.i'iiit.vrToN, Feb. 1.— The" fir.st intcr- 
vicv,- lietM-ei'ii tin.! Hawaiian annexationistii 
and Seeretiiij I'u-iir wa.s hehi in the di;ilo- 
malic pari ))' i f thi? Si.ite Deparlmciit this 
morning and hialed half an hour. There 
wore present Secretary Foster and Solicitor 
Partridge representing tho United States, 
and Messrs. Thurston, Wilder, Castle, 
Marsden and Carter, the Iliiwaiiaii cnmiiii.';- 
aionera. Mr. Kinney, of .Salt Like City, 
was ])rcsent uith them us uiiedlicial adviser, 
also Dr. Jilott Smith, Hawaiian minister, 
tho latter of whom made the introductions. 
Mr. Thurston, on behalf of his associates, pro- 
aented their oredentials from President Dolo 
of the Provisional Government and supple- 
tnented them with brief statements as to 
the oauso of their visit. Secretary Foster 
responded In a few words of welcome, stating 
that the reason for their errand was well 
known to tho people of tho United States. 
After the exchange of more social greeting.s 
in tho course of which tho Secretary expressed 
his regret that he M-aa unable to receive 
them at hia own Iioubo, which had been 
elated in expectation of hia departure for 
lOurope next week, tiie interview eloaed 
with un engagement to meet again at threo 
o'clock I bib afternoon at tho same 
place. The Hawaiian coiiimisaioiicra re- 
turned at once to tho hotel, where 
they disciiiaed the i[Ueslioii of making a 
.stuteimiil to I lie [lenpU; of the United Sliitea 
ii|)ontlie Kul.'j.'ct of their mis.sioii to this 
cinmtry. Mr. Thurston being asked whether 
their reception by .Secretary Foster he.d 
been aaliafactory, replied it had been unite 
so. Of the details, however, ho could not, 
apeak, as he hud been requested by .Si erc- 
l.iry Foater, pending negotiations, to make 
no Bcatcments regarding the progress there- 
of. Other meuibera of tho coiiimisaion uni- 
ted with Mr. Thurston in expressing much 
aatisfuolion over tho manner of their recep- 
tion, Mr. Castle said ho had found Secre- 
tary Foster to be an exceedingly affable 
gentleman, and ho anticipated very pleasant 
relations helwcen him and tho oomuiisaion- 
era during I heir stay.

Klevcn Days Overdne-TIie Ban Juan! to Be 
Sent Out In Search of Ker, 

San- Francisco, Feb. 4.— Tho continued 
delay of the steamship City of Peking in 
reaching this port ia the engrossing topic, 
not alone iu shipping circles but almost all 
others. Tho inquiry "Any sign of tho Pe- 
king?" is constantly bein^ made at the Mer- , 
chants' Kxchange and at the ofHco of the 
Pdcifio Mail Steamship Company. The 
steamship San Juan, which arrived from 
Panama yesterday, is coaling up to-day and 
will leave to-night in search of the Peking. 
She will take the Sodtheirn rente and wUl 
go to Honolulu, and if the overdue steamer 
is not found 'there will continue her search 
on by Hong Kong. 

Tho steamer Is twenty-five days out from 
Vokobamsi, and hue over 200 people on 
board. "It is feard, If nothing worse than a 
breakdown has occurred, that her pro- 
visions have run short. Tho I'eking has 
two compound engines, but only one shaft 
crank, so if it should turn ont that tho lat- 
ter broke during the voyage, the delay could 
bo easily e.xphiined, for at this time of the 
year trans pacific vesacis have to encounter 
lieavy and often contrary winds, which In- 
terfere greatly with ahips depending en-- 
tirely on their canvaa. 

It ia not generally known that ahe is the 
largeat American ship afloat. .She ia -120 
feet long and ia 5,.'50l) tons burden. She is 
also one of the moat powerful and ia fully 
manned with u, crew of 140 all told, includ- 
ing the olliccre. Captain Searles baa been 
twenty years in tho sorvioo of the Pacific 
Mail Company and never during all that 
time had an accident on any steamer ho was 
in chai-ge of. It ia eaid of him that he 
carea leas for lime than for safety, and, 
therefore, if tbo Peking has sufl'ered some 
lamago he ia quite likely to navigate her 
into port as he thinks best, regardless of 
how long it takes him to get her here, 

EGYPTIAN APFAIES. ; ; 

The Blue Book Shows That It Was the Inten- 
tion of the Khedive to Dismiss ' 
the British Ofitelals, 

LoNDO.f, Feb. 4.— Tho blue book laid be- 
fore Parliament, dealing with recent events 
in ICL'ypt, shows that the Khedive had 
made up hia mind that if ho had succeeded 
in defiance of England in changing hia min- 
isters, ho intended to dismiss all the 
Hritish odicials. The book also showa that 
Lord Kosebcry and M. Waddingtou, the 
French ambassador, had several enappiah 
luteri-iewa, M. Waddington disputing the 
rit'ht of England to fetter the Khedive, and 
objecting to the high-handed methods of 
Lord Cronicr, the British representative at 
Cairo. Lord Rosebery had retorted that 
the high-handedness was solely on tho part 
of the Khedive, and that as long as British 
occupation continued he, Lord Rosebery, 
would not alloiv the ICgyptiau administra- 
tion to be changed from top ^0 bottom at 
tbo mere whim of the Khedive".

The Boiler Reupouslble for the Tiimbo 
Island Fatality Was Unlit 
for Service. 



Facts Developed at the Corouer's In- 
quest— The Fiuding of 
the Jury. 



The infiuest on the bodies of J. N. Harris 
and Murdoch Morrison, killed by tho boiler 
explosion at Tunibo leland on Sunday last, 
wua yesterday held before Coroner Walkem 
and tho following jury : Mcaars. Thomas 
Shaw (foreman), Richard Penketh, J. 
Dempster, Charles Hawkins, Wm. Robin- 
son and W. H. Derby. There was a large 
attendance of the friends and relatives of 
the deoeaaed men. 

P. Watolot, proapoctor and manager, was 
the first witneaa. lie deposed that on tho 
morning of Jnmuu y 'JO ho was in tlio boiler 
house of tho Turi)bo lalaiul Mining Co., and 
throe or four niinutca after leaving heard an 
explosion. He was then apprised that the 
boiler had burst, and that two men had 
been killed. The dead bodies were brouglit 
to hia house. 

" Two hours afterwards," added the wit- 
neffl, "I left in an open row-boat, and at G 
o'clock boarded tho Islander for Victoria. 
It being Sunday 1 could not telegraph to tho 
coroner at Nanaimo. I had nothing what- 
ever to do with the works, they being in the 
hands of contractors. I bought the boiler 
.-.from Mr. W.J?. Say ward, second hand. 
r^Wben -tlio boiler reached the grounds, in 
t- September last, it was tested by a Japanese 
r superintendent up to 120 lbs. Tliia man 
has since left for Japan. About a month 
'■ ago a now injector was supplied. At tlio 
:' time of tho accident, or at least twenty 
minutes before tho aooident, I was there, 
and the pressure was at 65 lbs., and the 
water stood about the middle of tho glass 
tube." 

" When you bought tho boiler," asked 
the Coroner," " was it examined by any per- 
son for you except tho Japanese ';" 

Witness replied in the negative. Ho was 
present about three weeks ago when tho 
boiler was cleaned out by tho chief engineer. 
The Japanese by whom the boiler was in- 
spected produced pupcrs showing liis (|uali- 
ficitions, and worked tlie engines for some 
time. Both tho engineer and his uasistant 
were Japanese before whito labor was in- 
introduced. 

To the l"oreman : I was not tho owner of 
the boiler, us it belonged to tlio old Tumbo 
Island Co. I cannot say liow long it wos in 
use. It was a lioriz^jntal tubuUir boiler. I 
have not brouglit down any of the parts of 
tho boiler with me. 

Mr. Edmond Harris : llow wiia the boiler 
tested— had they any imiiipa 

Witness : Wo tested the boiler with a 
hand pump and raised the indicator up to 
120 lbs. 

Mr. Morrison : Did you agree with the 
contractors to supply good machinery for 
the work ? 

Witness : According to contract, if tho 
water came in too fast for the machinery, 
there was to bo now machinery furnished. 

Mr. Morrison: That is not an answer to 
niy question. What I want to know is : 
Waa the machinery to be aupplied of good 
quality, and safe for nse ? 

.Witness: Tlie ooatraot road, that in 
oiae tho oontraotors should quit work the 
'niaohinery 'should be returned in good 
order.-':. . - ■

' Waklt in the agreement between you and 
the'contraotors that tho machinery should 
' t be proper and safe for the work ? 

Witness : We supposed it to be safe. 

W. P. Sayward was aworn, and when 
asked hia occupation replied, "I am a debt 
. collector. I have beun out of business for 
'. some tiii.e." (Laughter.) The boiler re- 
, forred to by last witness had been in my 
possession for four or five years. It eunie 

■ into my ptisses.sion a.i a second h'uul lioili r, 
and harl been previously used in l!imal(/r'.i 
Hour mill on Jolinson atrtet. I have no idr ii 
how long it had liecii in use there.. The 
boiler waa siiluf (juen< ly sold to the Oiir-1 
Pi])c Co,, and having been u.seil by tlicni fiu' 
about a year, it rigain came into my hanila. 
Then Mr. Claluiel wrote down fr.iiii Tiinibo 
Island asking me to ship tho boiler iiji there. 
That'a all f know ahcjul it. 

To the Foreman : W Hon I sold I lie boiler 
to the Oriel Pipe Cu. 1 n.dd I W(Uild take for 
it wh itever the engineer Siiid it was worth, 
but I never got any .settlement. I never 
had it in.Hpected by a cnnipdeiit man. I 
was to have got s'MHt for the litiilor from llic 

■ Tumbo Island Co. Thia boiler lay for a long 
time in the saw-dust pile, close to where the 
old bridge was. I do not remember liavii>g 
had any previous offers for it. 

The Coroner ; What would bo the value 
of a new boiler of the same make and capa- 
city ? 

Witness waa unable to answer the ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Morrison : Did you sell the boiler as 
a good one or as old iron ? 

Witneaa : I sold it. for §.100. 

To tho Coroner : I under.'itood that new 
tnb?s luid been put in the boiler by the 
O.ie! ('(.. 

l/jiiis llniU', partner witli the deccaseii, 
Moiiit.on, in the ainking of the shaft, de- 
))D.sud thai on .Sunday nioniiiii; last he was 
in the boiler house, and. shortly after U-'iving 
it heard the cx|)lonion. On invefligation 
lie found that the boiler had exploiled iind 
that Harris and Morrison had been killed. 
\\ ilncss knew nothing about tho boiler, and 
(■onsidered tho men in charge competent 
and careful. 

Mr. Morrison: Who engaged Harris'.' 

Wilne.s.s said that he bail been engiiged 
hy .Morri.'on, dcecascil, and hims(^lf. Thoy 
were tn gi:t llie iirojiei- iiriohinery from the 
cuinprUiv til |iri).i'.'euto the work. 

Dr. lianingliin deposed to having ex- 
amined till' lindi. s nf tlie dooeased men in 
Liiekharl'a undertiiUing parlors. The bod- 
ies were fn.zm, but there wero nuineroua 
UiOi ka of scalds and burns, and the heads 
were badly fractured. Ho considered that 
death must have been instantaneous in cacii 
case. • 

Cyrus A. Deani the engineer in charge of 
tho works at Tumbo Island, swore that ho 
was in his bed at the time of the accident. 
Witness had been a third class raarioo en- 
gineer. 

To the Foreman : I am not aware that 
Harris, tho docoascd, held a certifioato as 

cngiiifi r. Will) liiiii, I I'xamined tho boiler 
and we iiL'i ' i d ii \i :'h i.'e to run her with 
H'xiy-livi pMiiiid-i iif fUe ini. I believe tho 
biiiliir gave v.ay over tin; furnace. 

"Do ymi think," a.'ked the l'"iirenian, 
" liiiil 1 lie lu.'eidcnt w;iH due to Hhnrtuge of 
\v iti r or the wtakni s.'i of the lioiler '.' ' 

\\'ilno;i,i deeliiiril lo express an npininii. 
In Iiirtlirr examiiniliim he said that the 
boiler wa.s somewhat i;i-y.'it,ili;vjil, and being 
erystalized was not atlogethcr safe excei)t 
at low jireiisun-. A boiler inspector would 
not iMii.si-li. !■ a builer sufe if erystiiliziMl mid 
lifteen or laenty years old. Witness was 
not aware tiut tho boiler had been inspected 
by any oompotont person.

gaged at tho works, gave evidence na to tho 
accident. He was in his workshop at tho 
time the lioiler exploded, but prior to thia 
ho observed that tho gauge showed between 
UO pounds and TOpmuids of steam. Jminedi- 
ately previous to the explosion ho heard 
Harris aay to Morrison, " She has sprung a 
leak." 

Witneaa explained the iindiug of tho 
bodies and their subdcijucnt removal. Tho 
boiler liad a bad reputation ou the Island. 

Tho Foreman of the Jury was put in tho 
witness box and some piecea of tho ex- 
ploded boiler handed to him for iuapoction. 
As a practical boiler maker he expressed the 
opinion that a. boiler of such material would 
bo unsafe, and ought to have been con- 
demned years ago. The sample product d 
was cryataliaed, and had tho boiler been in- 
apected it would unquestionably have been 
condemned. There was, however, no com- 
pulsoiy inspection of boilers on shore, and 
thus many faulty boilers wero in use. 

Thia concluded tho evidence and tho 
Coroner, in summing up, pointed out that 
tho jury would have something to aay aa to 
the responsibility of those who paaaed off u 
defeotivB boiler as a safe one, and thus de- 
prived two men of thoir lives. 

The jury, after a brief consultation, re- 
turned a verdict sotting forth that tho 
deceased died from tho effects of injuries 
received from the explosion of a boiler; that 
the boiler waa one ' which, owing to decay 
and cryatalisation, was not capable of hear- 
ing tho pressure; and that for tho better 
protection of tho public it would bo do- 
airable to havo an inspector appointed, 
without whoso certifioale no boiler shuuld 
be used. - 



THE COCO DE MEU. 

To TUK Kditoh :— In your issue of Thurs- 
day, in a paragraph on tho "Coco de Mer," 
you state, "tho Koyal liotanie Society of 
London hag at last obtained a specimen of 
that rarest of Oriental rarities." I am in 
a position to state they have been in posses- 
sion of apeeimona for many years, but they 
have lately ]u-oeureil another. 

The origin of the Coco de Mer (Lodoicea 
aeychellaruui) waa discovered in tho year 
17-11!. It grows in a state of nature on the 
islands of Praalin and Cnrecuse, in tho 
Seychelle Archipelago, only. Tlioao fouud 
growing ou the other islanda have been 
planted, and only a few appear to thrive. 
Ita medicinal virtuea have been greatly ex- 
;iggcrated. Tho tree was at one time sup- 
posed to grow at the bottom of the sea, but 
that theory baa louf; been exploded. 

The tree takes 2.") years to come to tho 
fruit-bearing stage. Tho nuts are seven or 
eight years reaching a mature state. Tho 
crown or texture of tho top of tho tree is 
said to be used like that of tho Cabbage 
Palm. The kernel of the nut is a gelati- 
nous substance, and is also eatable.

^liY INTJilRESTlMQ BOOK. 

Blue books, when looked at in the right 
^vay and from the proper point of view', aje 
sometimes t.'coecdiDgly interesting. ;Thoy 
contain information wliicii if presented in a 
more attractive form would l)o cat;eily 
aought for by many who liato the very siylit 
of a blue book,'<or an official report, no 
matter what the color of its cover may bo, 
Xhere are very low in this community who 
would takrt up cliG puniphlet having on its 
cover the titl-j " Taoiity-Firat Annual Re- 
port of tlie I'u'.li^ Suhool-j of tliu Province 
of British Colainbia, 18'JL-92 " to while 
away an idle hour, ^et there is much in 
the book, dry as it appears, to interest even 
that flighty and frivolous creature " tho 
general reader." For instance, if lie would 
exainiao only ono of tlio ■aiiatlr.iclive tabu- 
lar 8lnt2iiieat.3 cvon su.icrlicially ho wouM 
be surprisoil to liud how rapidly and atcadi- 
ly the Froviacs of British Columbia has 
grown. Twenty years ia not a very long 
period in tho life even of a colony, yet 
lie would aeo from that table that tho 
lolioola of the LVovinoo during thtvt alioi t 
spitflo of lime liavo iucrcasud froni fourteen 
to one hundred and forty-six, or nearly one 
thousand per cent. It is worth while to 
spend a little time in trying to realize what 
that wonderfat growth means, for the in- 
crease of the number of schools implies in- 
crease and improvement in everything that 
goestomake|u piosporouiandan eiilightcucd 
community. It will Ijj aeon, too, if wo slop 
half way to matU the advancement of tho 
Province, that the growth has been in nearly 
the same ratio tlirougliout. In ISSi!, the 
schools had iuereased froai lourteon to forty- 
pight, a little more th^n thrce-fokl, and 
from li'Sli to 1SD2 from forty-eight to 111), 
which is as near as may bo iu tho same pro- 
portion. We may, therefore, expect that in 
1902 there vill be some 450 or -lUO 
aohools in Britiah Columbia, and a first class 
college as well. 

The number of children taught in the 
-schools has iiioroaaoil in a atill greater 
ratio tliun tliQ tiohoola theniaelvca. The 
number of [ju))ilB euruUed in 187'2 was 
only 412 ; in 18S)2 it was 2,0.').3, and iu 1892 
the number on tho school registera of the 
Province was 10,773. At tho first period 
the number of sin cle men in proportion to 
the population muat have been very large. 
In the course of the next decade thei e iiiuat 
have been marrying and giving in iri.ir- 
riage in British Columbia and liio immi- 
gration of families must have commenced, 
for there were more than six times as 
many children in tho Provinco at its cXoho 
than there were ut its eonimeiiccrneiit. In 
tho next decade the inereikse of children, 
though very great indeed, M'ii3 not projior- 
tionutcly so great as iu tlio interval be- 
tween 1872 and 1882. Tho increase be- 
tween 1882 and 1802 was fourfold. 
This shows that tho criiuitry was settling 
up fast and in a iieifeelly hc.ilthy manner. 
We are very ;;ri'-i'Jy mirt iki.n if the next 
ten ye ir.s '.vili not, ^^.rJ^v a dtil! greater in- 
crease ill til : iit;ii/ber of ohlldroa attending 

. theschoi,! : of til.' Province. 

The mon>ty expended in educating the 
youth of British Columbia shows thai its 

Governmont has always been alive to tho 
noceiiaity of tikini; go nl care of tho inter- 
ests of education. Tin; .'unn :ii)L'iit on i 



$11, .'i7") ; laal year the total expendiluro for 
education proper was §1U0,U27. This is an 
extraordinary increase to make in so short 
a period as twenty years, x'he increase of 
tho expenditure on odubation hiis been uni- 
form, keeping pace with tho increase of 
population and tho wants of tho connnuu- 
ity. Ill ISSJ it. way .*l!l,t2(iS, more than 
four timeu what it was in 1S7'-'. 

This interesting tabular statomoat also 
shows us that aIthoui;h the sum expended 
on education as a whole has gono on steadi- 
ly increasing the allowance per caiiita of tlio 
pupils has gono on dcoreuBing. This can be 
understood when it is reiuembercd that 
when the Province was thinly peopled tho 
number of Eohools and' toaohors was much 
greater in proportion to the number of 
children taught tli.ni it i;i now. It was, 
therofiire, much nuirc expcr.^iivo per pupil 
to educate a few chiMi en in a largo luimher 
of schools than' to educate a groat nuiiibor 
of children in a cotiipari lively few aohoola. 
There seems to bo some fear that iu tlio 
towns this kind of economy ia j nst now going 
a little too far, and that it v.'ould bo better 
if the number of teaeliera in pro- 
portion to tho children were in- 
creased. But to rstnrn to our tabular 
aiatoment. In 1872 tho cost for educating 
eich child on averngo attendance was 
f,->T I'D, in 18S2 it was $30 20, und in 1892 it 
was $'-'.').7t). Taldng the number of acliolars 
enrolled aa ii baaia, llio cii.it per lioad of ed- 
ucating tho children of this Province in 
?1 1.01. In 1882 it was SIS 26. 

There is much more in this very valuable 
school report which ufTords matter for re- 
tleetiou and wdiich shows what the Ciovern- 
nieut of the Province haa done and ia doing 
to advauco the causi- uf iilucation, liut we 
must defer what wo have to uay on the aub- 
ieut to some future ocoitsion. 



SOME 1;Y-E1. ICCTIONS. 

Seven by-elections are soon to taUe place 
for seats iv the Imperial Parliament, one 
in Ireland and six in England. Tho Irish 
Gctit ia that of South Meath, for which Mr 
Davitt was elected, but which was vacated 
by tlic Kloetiou court on account of undue 
clerical iulluenco. Mr. Davitt'a majority 
was largo — 403 — and it is more than likely 
that u man of the some sootion of the Irish 
party, Anti-Parnellite, will be elected, 
A now candidate, however, must be chosen, 
as Mr. Davitt has signified his intention not 
to run ag.iili. 

The Kiiglish conalitiiencies are liurnlLV, 
Rochester, Walsall, HuddersOold, Hexham 
and Pontefraot. At Burnley tlio Qlad- 
stonian candidate was at the general elec- 
tion returned by a large majority. Roches- 
ter is an old Conservative city which 
returned a Unionist by a majority of -107. 
It ia more tliau piobablo that tho result of 
these three elections will bo to leave partiua 
pretty much as they were. The same may 
ba said of Walsall. Aa the Unionist candi- 
date was returned there at the general 
election by a msjority of 317, it is nut 
iltely that there has been nmcli change of 
opinion in tho conaiiluoney t-ince then. \\ e 
would bo inclined to expect that if there is 
any change, it will be in favor of the Con- 
servative candidate. Huddersfield was made 
vacant by the death of Mr. Summers, 
the Liberal member, ■ who was lo- 
turned by a majority of 201, over 
Sir Joseph Crossly. This gentleman is 
again the Unionist candidate and even the 
Liberals admit that his chances ot election 
are good. The Conservatives won Hexham, 
which is an old Liberal borough, at tho In at 
election by 82 votes. 'The Gladstonians are 
niakinc great exertions to regain tlio seat, 
and are sanguine of success. But they may 
ho disappointed. Liberal atock is low just 
now in I'^ngland, and it is more likely tint 
tho majority of 80 will bo increased to 
160 than that it will be transformed 
into even a small Liberal majority. 
In Pontefraot it ia expected that 
there will be a close contest. Tho late 
member, Mr, Koivland Winn, who 
has ainco been made a peer by tlio 
death of hia father, was elected 
in 1892 by the narrow majority of 40.j It 
had been before this for many years a sure 
Liberal constituency. The Liberals hcio, 
as at Hexham, are bound to strain every 
nerve to recover lost ground. Their majority 
in the House of (,'oiniiioii.i ia tui cxcecilingly 
small one, and tlioy have the atrongo.at 
motive to do everything in their power 
wherever they havo a lighting chance to in- 
crease it.

A OHANOhi OF POLWY. 

The people of tho United States arc be- 
coming every year more and mine jealou.i 
of Htrangor.s, N'nt long ago it waa their 
boaat liiaL their eouiili.y K ,vi the itfil','e ol 
the po.,r uii>! the opiin-i.^ed ot all l.ui.la ; 
that there they could lind a hearty welcome 
and ample op[iortunity to avail themselves 
of every advantage that it helj out to its 
citizens. And for a long time it was all 
tliat the most enthusiastic citizona claimed 
for it. Men from many countries emigrated 
to tho L'nite'd .Stal.:,^, and when there 



and niaile it rie'Ii iiiu! powiifiil, Py 
othur policy could tho Ujiiteil Stated liavo 
become the great and populous country it is 
in so short a timo, than by the ono it then 
pursued. It avaded itself of tho energies 
and abilitiua of the oioat energetic and not tho 
least capable men of tlio count t ie;- ol the' Old 
VVorld to develop its reaourcea ami to wor 
its institutions. But now thu descendants 
of these same immigrants are declaring as 
loudly tts they can. It ia time to call a halt. 
The United .States nniat no longer be made 
tho du:n])ing ground of tho countrioa of 
I'luropu ill whicii to deposit their human 
garbage. A stop must be put to iudis- 
crimioulo immigration. Tho Government 
must not permit men and women' who can' 
hot readily sssimilato with its population 
to enter tho United .Statca, TItu aulhori- 
tic.a niuat aokct and iliaeriniiiiiile, " ,V pro- 
tect iu being mado against permitting Hun-' 
garians, Italians and the baser sort of the 
pop-.datiott of other countries, as well as th.j 
Chinese, making tho United States tl.oir 
home. Thoro is also a growl, not voryloud 
but mcnucing, idiout allowing tho labor 
market of Ihe States to be ghn,ted by 
the "pauper " mechanics and laborers from 
Europe and Canada. Protection for labor 
as well as for other commodities is de- 
manded. No matter how respectable tlu y 
may be, or how intelligent, or how readily 
they may asjiinilato with Iho native popu- 
lation, foreign workmen arc nol w.mted in 
the United .Slates. It is ([uito evident that 
a policy of excluaion, almost Chinese in its 
stringoncy, is favored by not a few of the 
descendants of the emigrants of only a few 
years ogo, and in many instancoa by the 
eiiiii;r.mt • llieni e!ves. Tho reslriotion of 
in.n.i,;; i' : as a pieeiUilion agalosl the in- 
troduction of cholcru, ia warmly aiiproved 
of by this class, not so much because it will 
decrease the danger from cholera as that it 
v/ill keep foreign labor out of the 
country. This policy will, no donbt, 
b;! carried out with more nr leas 
vigor iu the future. The dny.-f when 
the imniigrant was received in the United 
States with open arms and was looked upon 
as an acquisition to the country, are past. 
He is now coldly received, 4s looked upon 
with distrust and suapioion, and any pre- 
text for Iceeping him out of the e'lunti y ia 
eageily s, i,, a by a large and rapidly in- 
croaning p^rt of the population. 

Time will tell whether this is a wise 
policy or not, whether tho Americana are 
not premature in abandoning tho poli 'y 
which has more than anything else rai.-'ed 
their country to tho place it now occupies 
in tho family of nations.

SCHNA-NIK Tin: llllItY .'^NATOIIKII. 

Once upon a iniu in tint dim and luialy 
past to which i. early all the Bella Coola 
loi,'i iul3 rovert the people of a certain 
viUuLio !i>\u d tiiat the liodios of their dead 
were in Mniiie n ly^t itI^ lUs manner beiu'i 
.'itoli'U :.uay. N" s'M.iier woidd a jieiHun 
bu buiieil lhau ihe hudy wouhl di.fappuar 
toguther with ail tiie .Hkin.s, blani:ct.i and 
miscullaneuus weapons, tooia and iniple- 
meuts wliicli it was the custom to brin^ 
with the dead. This unaccountable dia- 
api)earHiico of the bodies of their dead 
naturally e ani'd uiiioh i,'iief anmng the 
])eop;e of ihe vilhii;!', anil the .soun a of 
wild lanienlation weie often heard as 
rela'ives iiiul friemUi ;;alhei-ed arcpinid the 
empty grave ot .simie ImvchI one. 

N tvi (11. the tiiuu during wliich these 
things were taking place there dwelt in 
this villa|.,'e two men who were fast f rionda, 
so much so that they were hardly ever 
separai ed. I )ne day one of these friends 
said t ■ the other : 

" Come, let ns try to find out who or 
what it is that ia .stealiiii,' from their 
graves the bodies of our beloved dead." 

They both agreed to this and after 
some discussion a plan was fixed ujiom 
which they j)i-oceedea to put into execu- 
tion. 'I'he next day one . f the frienda 
fell .sick and before uiijht died in greai 
aL(ony. Ilia comrade with iuao\' wcrrila 
of ^rief wrapped the body w a dark I) an- 
kot, pliicud weapons in Ids I aiids and 
around all wrapped a huge bear skin 
Then was heard the loud wail of the 
mourne'a and the funeral proceaaioii 
moved shiu iy to the i;rave. 

Th • Ijiiria eu.-if'iiii of the B-dla Coolaa 
at that time waa to jjlace the body in a 
bi'X in a sitliiiL; posture wi'h the knees 
drawn up to the chin This box was 
placed on ii stump high enougli to be be- 
yond iho reach of any ordinaiy animal. 
Th face of th i corpte was turned to the 
east. In nuny respects the ceremony 
re.-ieiiilile.s that, of the anciuut Peinvhiiia. 

In I Ilia manner the supposed dead ma ■ 
waa dispo-ed ufaiid the mouriier.s retired, 
with the excep ioii of the friend who re- 
maiui'd to see what would liai)..eii to tlie 
"b .dy. ' 

Alon'.,' all nt the middle of tliu iiioht 
the frii-iid h ard a loud iioi-a' in the foreat 
and siddenly there app areil a liuoo aiii- 
111 il somewhat reaeuibhiii^' a hear but with 
much lonijer hair aii'i Lflarini,' eyes, the 
glances of wli ch brou'.'lit death to any- 
one up 111 whom tliey mi.;lit chance to 
fall. This waa the inonaiur .Sehu i-nik, 
the dev urer of the dead. 

Upon his bac he bore a huge basket 
and into this he tmnbled the box coiitaiii- 
ino the supp-'.^cd i|c.-i,l uiaii. The watch- 
er by thi' 'limp raiii^i.t hut ii i,diiiiii-se of 
the fi'i'jli f il lie LSI, tor his luovenie its 
were so sni t tlia' ill a nioiiieiit he was 
out of ^i^'lii. .S. liiii nik I roceoded up 
the river lo the forks and then start- d to 
climb a hlith mounttiin with his prey. 
The man in the basket did all that ho 
C'luld v retard the )iid'_'res3 of his captor 
and by eiteliiuL,' at the hr.iiiches of the 
trees 111 passiiv^ was often a!)!e to tri|) lip 
Schiia-oik without the laiter kiiowiiio tlie 
cause of Ids troubles. 

At last after severe toil Schna-nik .sue 
ceeded in reaching the top of the moun- 
tain, riert! w.is an ouenin!; covered with 
a stone ^.lab dke a ihiMf. T' is o|ifiiiMl of 
its own .a':eor.l at the appr ach of tin- 
animal and uilh his bunleii he etitered 
a lar^I'-r chambi-r in the rocka. .-Xrouiid 
the room were atone bem-he-', tiiul from 
the walla and rcjof hung f-aginents of 
bodies which had been (jrfviously s ol^n 
away, and tiie vartoua c nitonfs of rifled 
graven. liy the lireside sat a Iiideiais 
hag, the .vitV ,.f Schiia-iiil , and a br.i il ol 
impish cliildren. ThrowiiiL,' tin basket 
on the floor Sclma-r.ik wipeil tho au eai 
from his brow and conMimnileil liii wifi^ 
to get some supper. At this the wife 
and one of the dau<;hters seized tin ii 
stone Icuivca and arpro'ichcd the body to 
slice oil' .-.line ele.iee bits. 

" 1 1. ,1(1 o , " svid .Sehiia-iiik, " ym had 
better U.l me attend to iliaL jcdi. Tliia i 
a different man from any of the others. 
Ho gave mo a great deal of trouble in 
coming up the m'-untain." 

Saying this Sehna-nik. took up his 
stone knife and proceeded t() make an in- 
cision in the necl; of the man. Ah aoon 
as he felt tJu^ loiieli of the knife ihi! lo.iii 
Bpraii'4 to his feet and siuit forth the 
lie'la (' lola war cry " Weeh-hai" ao lono 
and livree that Sehna iiik and liia eii'ire 
fa iiily fell sonaeloss to tho floor. Tho 
Bella Cuola thereupon seized the knife 
with which ho was to have boon cut uji 
and tool; to his In el.s. 

lie suee(' iled in reaeliint; file river he- 
fore the catrr of the dead recovered from 
Ills fiii.;hi and siarieil in pursuit. IJiviii.; 
nilo the water just, in time to evade the 
claws of tho monster, liu managed to fin- 
ally elude pursuit. 

In the meantime tho watch'T by tho 
atutnp had aeen (lie fli'.ilit of t.is friend, 
and r<'turnino to the villa,'e reportiid thtit 
the man waa dead sure eiiout,'h this time, 
and soon the sound of ooniiino inonriiint,' 
was 111 ard. 

The nuxt morniny; tlio friend who had 
remain d behind, wont out into the forest 
to gather some wood, when aiiddenly 
there appealed the anppo-ed dead man, 
bleeding with the wound 'in his throat, 
and apfnt with toil. Explanations fol 



lowed and together ihoy returned to tho 
village. His return from auch an adven- 
ture at once made a hero of lie Bella 
Coola. Investing himself with the robe 
of a doctor or enchanter, he called upon 
tho bnivea of tho tribe for help, and with 
a company of warriors procueded to the 
home of .Schna-nik. Tho stone door waa 
ojieiied by lueiina of incantations and the 
monster and lua family slttin with en- 
chanted bark riiiga. 

Since that time the ajjirit of Scliim uik 
is supposed to hainit the mounlain and 
the nver, and many subsequent^ legends 
have i>prung up regarding his evil deeds. 

• THE SCHNA-SIK BOGIE MAN. 

For a number of years an Indian fam- 
ily consist ini,' of several men, a Wdiiiaii 
and a child wore accustomed to go fmlh 
to a certain place in a cellar canoe, for 
the piirpoae of lisliim,'. < Ino eveniiiL; as 
they were returning limne a head wiml 
sprani; up and the water grew so rough 
that it waa only hy the utmost exertions 
on the l)art of all that tho canoe could be 
kept afloat. Tliiiikiiio that it would be 
safer to lighton tlie load the men put the 
woiiiau and her wailing infant on shore 
and lohl her lo make her way back to the 
vilhit;e. Tlie eaime, iiiucli litjliler, now 
proeieded without ditlieulty, and ih^, iii.'li 
aoou reached home. 

It was far into the night when the wo- 
man retielnd the village, and without her 
child. j^To the eager ipiostions as to what 
had happened, she replied : 

".\fter I had reached land and waa pro- 
ceeding through 'he fmeat, 1 heard a 
succe.-'siuii of frightful yells. Hefore I 
Inul tinio to escape .Schna-nik hurat 
through tho buahea and seizini; my child 
dia ippearcd with him into tho darkness. " 

Fnmi this legend has grown an expres- 
a. on amiing the Be'la Coolas when any 
person begins to cry, whether young or 
old. 

" You had bettor look out, or Sclimi- 
nik will come aud take you away nover 
to return.

Tho Bella Coola Indians have a legend 
regarding one of tho inlets on their crniat 
which is of interest not only for the aent- 
iment displayed in the story, but for its 
reaemblaace to various Old World tradi- 
tions. The legend runs, that many years 
ago this inlet was tho abode i f a water 
god, whoforaoino roiiaon had forhiiklen 
tho throwing of clam sheila into the 
water. On tho aliore of the inlet dwelt 
an old cliiuf who had two tine tall soiia, 
booh of an adveiiturous tuin of mii<d 
One day the brothers were sitting on the 
shore of the inler, and in the course of 
I heir cmiversai ion fell to diacussiiiL' tin- 
matter of the sea god'a edict against 
the 'lirowing of shells into the w.iier. 

"To my mind" said he elder. It would 
be a good ideti to try the matter and see 
for ourselves what tho roault will bo." 

"I quite agree with you" said the 
younger, ''Let us try it." 

.So they collected a canoe load of shells 
and the elder brother paddled out into 
the middle of tli i inlet and proceeded to 
lo load his carsxo. In the meantime the 
younger man had taken to tall tiinlier, 
and from tho top of ii lofty pine was 
watching the result of the daring expel i- 
iiieiit. 

No sooner had the shells sunk oul, of 
sight than a fierce squall sprang u|). Tho 
waves dashed over tho daring mortal in 
tlin caiine, and in a twinkling he fuiiiid 
liiiiiself sinking to the bottom. When he 
recovered coiiaciousnesa he found bendiin; 
over him tho most beautiful maiden he 
had ever behold. Taking him by the 
hand the young girl bade him rise iind 
together they proce ded along tho rocky 
bottom of the inlet until they came to an 
iinmense carved stone toleiii pole. Thi?. 
the girl .said was her fathei'a bouse. lOii- 
teiing they found an old man seated be- 
fore a bla/.iug lire. The stranger guest 
waa made welcome, and after aoiue enii- 
veraalion tho old man told him he could 
ri main four days. 

At the end of that time the sea god, 
for il was none other, told the youii'.; 
chie' that he mi^jht have his daughter to 
wife, but on one condi ion, that of cmi 
stjiiit, tideliiy. .Should ho fail in this In- 
would instantly loao his wife. 

I he conditions were agreed to and the 
maiden havmg closed the eyes of Iter 
lover with the juice of a c- rtain berry 
tnok him up. and when he a voke lie 
found himself on aliore near the spot 
where he had embarked on hia straii^'e 
adventure, liy his aiilo waa the lovely 
young Woman. L okiiig ab' tit he spied 
111 a tree the skeleton of a man. In an- 
swer lo his questions the water sprite i n 
plained that these were the remains i i 
lii i bi'oi In.'r, and that iiisti .id of day.-., 
years had idapsed since be had liaddled 
aw.iy to stir up the sea god. 

The grief of the brother waa ao tinich- 
iiig tliat the Hea-inaiden jn'omiaed lo see 
what could be done. G(dli!Ct ng the 
boiiea ill a heap, she |n'ocured a fiuto and 
proceeded to play a wiord tune. Up 
sprang the dead man and began to <l;iiice, 
but, 111 a very lame manner. An investi- 
gation showed that a knee cap was mis- 
sing from the collection and hence the 
still' log. Aa they were diHciiasiiig linw 
10 get out of the dilhcolty a raven tluw 
past and perched on a branch to listen. 
In answer to the questions of the sea 
woman the raven admitted . a dim re mI- 
lection of having assisted in duvoiiriiig a 
man aoiiie years hefore near that spot. 

Did he iiave tho missing bone / Well, 
lio iniijln, have ii kicking ar uiid souie- 
where at home. Tho result was that tho 
bime was found and the young man now 
on two sound legs was sent ahead to tell 
the father of the coining of hia long lost 
son.i. 

(ireat wa< the rejoicing when the young 
chief and his bride if rived in the villai,'e 

For a time all wont well but ao Imiid- 
aome a man could not bo without admir- 
ers. He often noticed that when he 
hronglit water for the house his wife 
dipped her liiigors into the veaael. Tlie 
young chief though a model huahaiid was 
only loiiiian, and one day on going fur 
watiu' the most persistmit and beautiful 
of his many admirer^ succeeded in win- 
ning words of love from him. Oa his re- 
turn the wife dipped her fingers as usual 
into the vessel. iSuddenly the water bo- 



caine blick tmd thick, and the treason 
was made plain. Casting uixui her recre- 
ant hiishand a look of reproach wdiicli 
lilled his future with romorso and other 
uiipleiisant things, tho sea woman eluded 
the outstretched arms of the repentant 
man, and rushing down to the sea threw 
herself into the water. Tho husband 
trietl to follow, but in vain. The sky 
grew suddenly black and the angry waves 
dashed him buck upon the shore.

THOSE BANK SCANDALS. 

Dentals of Any hrlliea Having Ueen Ucceiveil 
by Itiilhin Ministers. 

Kd.MK, Feb. ;i. — The pressure among the 
deputies for parliamentary inquiry into the 
bank scandals to-day was increased by the 
confirmation of tho report that Signer 'Tan- 
lango, the imprisoned governor of the Bank 
of Rome, hod made a statement impli- 
cating Premier Ciolitti, ex-Premiers 
Rudini and Crispi. Immediately after 
the opening llie president of the cham- 
ber read a letter from ex- Pre- 
mier Crispi denying tha charges in 
strong language. Sig. Colajanni spoke at 
length concerning tho necessity of appoint- 
ing a parliamentary commission to Inquire 
into tho scandal. The speech was delivered 
amid iticreasing confusion, which swelled to 
an uproar when, in conclusion, he shouted 
defiantly : " 'The national bank paid annu- 
ally a largo sum of money to the 
secret service fund. All suopectcd 
this and many of us knew it." "A 
more utterly f.ilso .statement could not 
ho nuule," exclaiined Premier Oiolitti. 
Giolilli, during h s speech, waa interrupted 
frcquenlly with prote.'its, .>.nd the slatement 
of his unaheralilo deteriniiiation to op|ioai.' 
parliamenl.i.ry imiuir}- inoiluced a tuniuli. 
Sigi.oi- ( Irim.ilili, mini .tci of ju'jtice, amid 
rt!neu'< d di.'ionler, i epmlia'cii iiifaniou.-i 
accii: aliens iigain.it liini and the Dopartmt nt 
of .Jusiiee, Afli !- a short but stormy debate 
the (Miauilier decnli ii toa.uthoriz3 the prose- 
cution of Deputy Zeihi. 



Those who look at the piles of snow that

In 
Victoria there waa good sleighing 
for aix consecutive wceUa after a 
heavy January snowstorm wliich raged for 
Iweniy-eight hours and oblitoratccl land- 
marks, strceta and roada, Farming was 
then in its infancy on the islund aiiel nearly 
all the stock fell victims to the scareily of 
fodder ; cattle, horses and sheep were com- 
nuMi sulVercrs. Hay rose to f .jl ) a ton and 
oats could not be had at any i->rico, (\ili- 
forni.i having .•"lillered from llooel'j which 
su ept away moe.t of tho granaries of the 
Sacramento vall> y, while flooding the Capi- 
tal of the Stale and many other towns of 
note and importance. 

Since ISGli, with perhaps the exception 
of 'Ko, I he Pacific Coast winters have been 
nuhl, and consequently the severity of the 
present vi iitation is the mora keenly felt. 
Heoidea the misery which it at ptceent 
occasions the councipienees of tliij j'eai'.i 
itorm are expecied to prove Heritiiin, the 
ea'tlo men in tlie interior naaortiiig that 
only a small percentage of their stock can 
u( uther through. A budden thaw or warm 
rain is also greatly feared, for, with up 
wards of three feet of snow upan tin: 
ground, the damage which floods would 
cause cannot even he approximately esti- 
mated, to say nothing of the possible danger 
to life throughout tho Province. Bnb while 
the snow is still snow, and tho floods are 
only dreadlvisions of what may he, the imijor- 
ity of Victorians aro happy, and King \\ in- 
ter holds merry carnival. Tho jingle of the 
aleighbella is heard all the livelong ilay, and 
pal ties of merry makers make tho clear 
nights musieal with tlieir laughter.

There is danger of a liay farniuu at Ash 
croft, and orders have been sent liero for all 
the pparo hay available. The ranchers arc 
afraid tliey will not be able to pull through 
their cattle witiioul more foddor. A train 
reached the Coast laa^ night from the Eist, 
the first in three days. Its p.xssongera re- 
port tho aold wave extending clear acros;- 
the continent, particularly severe in the 
mountains and on tho prairies. Seriou.- 
losses to ranchers have occurred aloni; the 
Soutli 'Thompson river, and everywhere in 
the interior, tho passengers say, they passed 
acorcs of cattle frozen stilF, apparently hav- 
ing died from the severe cold, The extent 
of the losses will not be known until thi 
ranchers have a general' round-up, but they 
arc only too likely to be disastrously heavy. 

Since the cold snap sealed tho river nnd 
interfered with tramway and railway travel 
tho number of strangers arrivinL' ii> the city 
has been exceedingly small. ,So:ne iiotob 
have not registered the ariival of a guesl 
for several days, while others buvo booked 
very few.

The presence iti Victoria of tho diatiu- 
guished aubjuct of ihe following etttertnln- 
ing akotoh, reproduced from a recent num- 
ber of The Week, of Toronto, will .make it 
of special interest to tho readers of tho 
Colonist ; 

H. Rider lInRgiud, tho iioinilar novelist 
of the day, living thu quiet, eiisy-going lifo 
of an English gontleinan farmer, and divid- 
ing his timo between his young family, his 
turnips and his live stock uud his literary 
pursuits, presents a curious coutrast iu his 
habits and mode of life to tlioae of his elder 
and scarcely less diatingulaliud brother An- 
drew—the well known travtOler, soldier and 
poet. Tho latter's lovo for udventuro and 
sport, his extensive military experienco in 
foreign lands, and hia liiato, and appiireutly 
that of his wife iia well, for foreign travel, 
enable him, uotwithatanding hia tlioroughly 
English inatincta and foelinga, to luuL in 
every land a country containing some spot, 
at least, that for the time being he is content 
to have cervuhim fora home. Hisfondneasfor 
adventure makes of peril a aourco of delight, 
and though he has given expression to his 
unmingled disgust at the mosiiuitoes of Suez, 
und tho disagreeable odor of decaying liali 
which emanates from the shallow water at 
tho base of tho clill' upon wliich it la 
built, and to his pity for tho un- 
fortunate Italian soldiera who havo 
to garrison pestilential Muasowah, of which 
horrible spot he was for several in'ontlia tlie 
Governor, ho yet courted tlio excitement 
and dangers of a self-iinposcd misaioii 
through tho adjacent robbcr-iiifeated passca 
of tho Abyssinian mountains— ha.-i sung of 
the delightful society of oholera-alricken 
Cairo— and from beneath the acorcliing rays 
that beat down upon India's coral strand, 
has wriLten of the charming lionie that was 
temporarily his, in a trellia covered chalet 
on tho slope of a pine clad Himalaya moun- 
tain. While hia pass:ige3 dcEcriplive of the 
beauties of Devonshire, in the opeuiug 
chapters of "Ada Triscott," indicate tho 
pen of the home-loving Englishman, he has 
written of the magnificence and grandeur of 
the Canadian Bookies, and of tho fearfully 
furious Peribouoa river, with all the pride 
of country of a native-horn Canadian. 

Although ho has no share in a strange 
belief of Joaquin Miller's, wlio wrote some 
time ago in an album of miuc ; 

There is no thinR that hath not wortli, 

T hero Is no ovil anywhere ; 
There la no ill upon lliiM oarLli 

It man seeks not to sue it tlierc; 

Col. Hngirard is no pcEi'imist, and seeks 
to sec, both for himself and for liia renders, 
as little au possible of tho evils of the world 
and of the desert wastes of Nature, and to 
point rather to the superabundance and 
excess of beauty and goodne;a and light; 
as when, for instance, after describing, in 
" Dodo and I," a natural scene in India of 
niarvelloua splendor, ho adds : " Here I 
sit and worider at the luAUtica that Ciod 
has scattered with r.ucli a liberal hniul over 
some parts of Iho globe, wliile leaving 
others an arid and waterless waste." And 
in conl.eiiip.alii)n of tliu Inoiiin scene already 
referred to, he nuikeg tlie hero of Ids story 
thank a mereiful Creator that He has hith- 
erto spared him to live tlirougli so many 
dangers, to share tlie society of the woniau 
ho loved, amid such heavenly surroundings, 
and ejaculate, " Oh I may my future efface 
my past, and may I prove worthy of His 
goodness in some snuill measure ! " 

A wonderfully bright and talented family 
is that of which Andrew Haggard is one ot 
the seven, sons, and pleasant indeed is it to 
learn that they all claim to have inherited 
their taste for literature and their varied 
other talents from their exceedingly clever 
and very musical mother. 

Lt. -Colonel Andrew Haggard, v.dio is two 
years the senior of his brother Rider, was 
born at Bradenhum Hall, Norfolk, in 1851, 
His brother William, the oldest son of 
seven, formerly so well-known a niciuber of 
tho liritish ICnibassy at Washington, is now 
the British minister at Quito, Ivjuailor. 
Baryett is a barrister, and was fornierly 
British Consul at the .Samoaii Islamis. 
Alfred, another of the seven, is late of tlie 
Bengal civil service, while John was only 
in May last appointed British Consul at 
Trieste, aasuooeBSor to .Sir Richard Burton, 
tho celebrated oriental traveller, while the 
remaining brother, Arthur, like Andrew, 
lias seen service in Egypt, He also dram- 
atized "King Solomon's Mines." Tho 
father of these srvcn sons is still 
living tlio easy life of an English 
country squire. Aiidrcv,-, hiving been ed- 
ucated at Wi slniioMler S jIkkjI, entered tho 
Kuglitli ndlitia at llic a;;c of 17, and afli.r 
aoiiio th.ree ycar-s' expL-iicice, j'linrd tlie 
regular army shortly hi fine reaching his 
'JOtli birthday. His regiment \mis tin; J.uh 
King's Own l^irdertr.J, now Ihe King's 0,vn 
Scoiysh HorduriMS, and hi:-; Ih-aL f ;w yrars 
of service were ^ptiii in Jmlia and in .Adiii. 
Then he returned lo Kiighuid, and was also 
stationed for aon e time in Ireland. He tells 
a good yarn of being stoned ami roLtcm- 
ogged at the Orst "battle" of Mitchells- 
town, and is, therefore, one of the few men 
^'bo has cause to "remember Mitchells- 
town," in which delightful place ho was 
quartered for fifteen months. After some 
service iu Ireland, the young soldier was 
specially selected as adjutant of the mixed 
force sent to Egypt during tho war of ISS-J. 
On account of his knowledge of .\rabic, 
which he had acquired at Aden, he was one 
of twenty-five oihcers selected to form the 
stall' of the reorganized h'gyptian army 
under General Sir Kvelyn Wood. Ho was 
for some time second in command of an 
Egyptian rcginiunt, was jjrcaent upon 
special employment at .Suakiiii, and was 
sent down to assist in tlie leorganizat inn of 
Ihe troops ilefeated mulcr lialicr I'asha 
at the first battle of I'.l Teh. Jii thoah.j('nce 
of British troops from thia station ho was 
given the dillicult task of weldiiij,' two mu- 
tinous black regiiiient-i into one. 'J'hcy li.ui 
both mutinied and left their outposta, but 
))y skilful n.anipulation, ('a]>lain Haggard 
succeeded in patching uj) t in ir dillloultiiis 
anil in holding them together till British 
troops arrived under (jeneral Sir (ieralii 
(iruham, V.C. To his force (aijilain H-ig 
gard was attached on special service in I SS i, 
and, while so serving, was present, in addi- 
tion to other lights, at the I'looily battle of 
'J'am u', v.'liere the iMiglinh lost '_'•.!! men. 
I'"or his bervic(:S on that oucivion he was 
mentioned in iliap .tclu ;. In this liattle is 
cast the opening scer.e of ('oloiiel Haj^gard's 
novel, "Dodoanil l,"imlili:-hcil by Ula.ikwnoil 
in 1888, and of which a prinled edition aji- 
poarcd in the Unil< d Slates in the follow- 
ing year. The Dodo, a very dear personal 
friend and brother oliicor of the hero uf the 
tale, was BO called in his regiment because 
he was considered in his circle of friends as 
siioh a* very rare bird, and the plot of the 
story opens with a deaoription of how the 
I " 01 the title page— to wit, David Cun- 
inghame — was rescued from the spear of a 
fuzay-wiggcd Hadendowali by tho Doilo, 
who killed the Arab by " spitting liim like 
u woodcock on his tailor's sword." There is 
a deaoriptiim in tliia opening chapter of the 
din and turmoil of the battle, in which one 
may almost hear the whistling and scream- 
ing and banging nnd pilliii',' of tho bullets, 
and catch a glimpto amongat it all of bravo 
General Graham "riding ivbout with a .red 



Ihig behind him to'denote his presence,aa cool 
as though'iidiilgfdown Rotten Row." 

Hubaequently,Captaiu Haggard was sent 
by Admiral iEtewett, V. C, Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Bed Sea .littoral, to Massowah 
(more recently trianBf erred to - tho ?ltalian 
Government) as Governor of that' horrible 
and pestilential spot, 'While employed in 
thia capacity, be ventured through sixty 
ndles of Abysainian mountain paaaoa in the 
I'roviuce of Bogoa, to open up communica- 
tion with Senheit, and to survey and re- 
port upon a route to Khartoum. Thia 
rough country was infested by hordes of 
Abyssinian and Soudunoae robbers, before 
meeting whom tho Governor left his 
escort, composed principally of Baahi 
Bazouke, and so managed to 
make terms with, instead of be- 
ing murdered by, tho famous robber chief 
— I3aruuiberas Yusua fvella — another of tho 
characters eniployeil by the author of 
" Dodo und I." Before their meeting, 
Buramhcraa (or Barabbas), upon a rcijucat 
contained in a letter sent ahead of him by 
the tiovernor, and asking for an interview, 
had rolnased a Swedish missionary whom 
he had been holding prisoner, though hu 
rodo proudly forward to rccoivo tho 
Governor upon tho stolen niulo of tho poor 
missionary, and surrounded with very great 
state. Ac this interview tho Governor suc- 
ceeded in having certain passes opened for 
small bodies of troops, but oven while the 
negotiations were proceeding, tlio thieving 
jiropenaitiea of tlio robber band could scarce- 
ly be restrained, and aomo of their number 
jumped at the tiovornor'a mule and would 
have ridden it oil", had not Baraiiiheraa ord- 
ered them to letitalone, upon having hia at- 
teiitiim directed to the fact that it was "the 
Bey's nuile." Prior to thia interview with 
the robber chief, the Governor had met tho 
released Swedish missionary, wlio in 
order to leave the robber camp 
had been compelled to borrow a stolen 
camel. It was a curious meeting. The 
missionary understood no English. The 
Governor wag unable to spouk in tho 
laugmige of tho uiiasionary. Italian, French, 
Cermun, Persian and Hindostanee, were 
sueecssively but unsuccessfully tried, hut it 
was finally ascertained that the Swede un- 
derstood Arabic, and thurc, in the midat of 
an Abyssinian desert, a Swedish missionary 
returned, hia thanks in Arabic to an 
English oflicer for having procured hia re- 
lease from tho bands of tho robbers. 

One of Colonel Haggard's maDjr gifts is 
that of tongues. He can converse in half-a- 
dozen Eastern languages, and in the rich 
volume of " Polyglot Poems," which ho had 
printed by Ward and Company, of London, 
in 1SS9, for private distribution only, is to 
be found original poetry in both French und 
ICnglisli, as well as translations from Per- 
sian and Arabic poets. 

The !;nn^^•|<!dge of the haljita of the rival 
robber eliieftaiiis is'bieh he obtained wliile 
(iovernor of Massowah in hia expedition lo 
meet Barumberas, Colonel Haggard 1ms 
turned to good account in hia story of how 
the hero in "Dodo and I" saved tho liv- a of 
both the Dodo und Baramberas, and those 
who were besieged with them on an amba or 
iiinun'ain lop, near tho very steep pass 
knowu as the Akrahet el Ma?halit, on the 
road to Senheit,by Barambcraa' deadly rival, 
Has AIulu, Tlio Story of how the besieged 
\vere relieved and tho boaiegers entrapped, 
and for the most part destroyed, which is 
illustrated by a map or plan of the sur- 
rounding country, is pronounced by 
competent outlioritiea to be a wonderfully 
clever hit of military strategy. 

For hia servicea us Governor of Masso- 
wah, Capt. Haggard was mentioned in 
specialjdispatehes. Ho returned to Cairo, 
but upon the very day that his wife joined 
them there, .Sir Kvelyn Wood ordered liini 
back to Suakim, in command of the lirst 
battalion of the lOgyptiaii army aa fjiout.- 
Colonel. He remained for a year in Sua- 
kim, and was be-iieged tliero during the 
whole of that period, fighting having com- 
menced upon tho very day that he arrived. 
All the Englisli troops having been pre- 
viously withdrawn, the Colonel waa eoiii- 
iiiaudanl of all the forces in Suakim. In 
the following year Geuerid l^raliam came 
with another English army, and afler some 
further service seen Ijy Haggard in Suakirn 
Ilia legiment waa relieved. In 18s,j he was 
sent up the Nile with his regiment to resist 
an invasion of tho Dervishes, and was pre- 
sent at the battle of Ginness. He deaccndcd 
the Nile in 1886, and before the end of thai 
year, on account of ill-health, resigned hia 
command in the Egyptian army and re- 
joined his Scotch regiment in India. Thiihi r 
also. It will be remembered by reader- 
of "Dodo and I," doca he tri i;;>- 
port the hero and heroine of thi- 
tale in ila conchidiiu; p.ag'H to where they 
were " to live liappy ever e.fler," providing, 
of eour.^e, tint neither of them ever foix'i.is 
the promise eacli made to the other, never 
ag.iin to tUili/.-J the secreta (<f theGiio,'!!; 
-vtoini'j Brotherhuiid to wliieli both lieleeg- 
eil, or their kiio-.vleilge of occult seii-iiee, for 
the purpose uf lisintegratirig at will, v.ilh- 
out giving tliG otlie-r an hour's [irevious 
notice. 

After three years service in Indi i, Cnlonel 
Haggard came homo to i'jiiglaiid on -sick 
leave, and loft the service in 18!)1. On tuo 
dilTercnt occasions in addition to those 
already ^mentioned he has been spe- 
cially mentioned in dispatches, and 
waa made a Companion of the Distinguished 
Service Order for the part taken by him in 
the battle of Ginnosa. Hia other decor- 
ations are the IL'yptiau medal, with several 
clasps; the Khedive's star; the fourth class 
of the Oanianieh, a purely military order 
presented to him liy tho Khedive at the 
reprcaentation of Her Mujeaty's Govern- 
ment, and which, it was flxtteringly alaleil 
in the- I^ondoii (!az-lto, was awarded for 
services rendered Ijefure the enemy; end the 
lliird class of the .Meiijidieh, \\ hieh Wiis 
pp.rsoiKilly presented liy the late Kheilive, 
by iien?ns-ion of the tineen, on thi; ('olonel 
leaving his service, anil in a fareuoll private 
audience when the sovereign and tho i-lheer 
[larled to meet no more. 

.'~'iiu;u his retirement from the army, 
Colonel Haggard lia'! devoted liimHclf to 
literature and travd. W'iiile still in 
the service ho had puhliHiicd "J)o(lo 
anil. 1" unci the " IVdj'ulot I'oeroa," 
and it was while on Kiel; leave iu ISIK) 
that he first visited Canada and wrote the 
lb seription of tlie Canadian I'acilic railway 
that appeared In lilackft'ooil'i! Magazine of 
]''ebrui.ry, IS9I. His present vi;iit lo thia 
country, in wliicli ho i.a accompanied, as he 
iisuaHy is on his travels, by Mrs. Haggard, 
was iiii(b rtaken solely lor llio i)iir[ioso of 
a :i i ii'liie' : omc of tho mighty i riimlarieri of 
Lid;e Si. .lidm, after the gamey oiiamuiiehe 
or fresh water salmon. After a thrilling 
ascent of the magnificent Peribouca, thu 
Colonel had splendid success among llio 
Nepigon trout, und then continued his jour- 
ney across tho continent.. Like liis IhoiIkt 
Rider, Andrew Haggard ia a clevei- sports- 
man and very much addicted to both hunt- 
ing and fishing. The two brothers arc ex- 
ceedingly fond of each other's company, 
and together havo whipped many of the 
salmon streams of both Scotland and Nor- 
way. 

To the zest and skill of the true sports- 
man, Colonel Ha,ifc;ard adil.i tliat tender- 
hearlcdnesB and feeling of true' liuiiiaiiily 
that is, thaiili Coil, kii frei|ueiitly a charac- 
teristic of the luDileni military ollicer, and 
that would prevent him from entering upon 
hia lisli of friends " the man ' " ' 



seta foot upon a worm." On one occasion I 
saw him wax properly indignant at tlio 
wanton cruelty of one of his half-breed 
guides up tlio Feribouoa river, who, before 
killing a monster pike which he had 
just landed, held the fish up to tho 
admiring gaze of the Indiana in my canoe 
by two fingers, for which he found cavitiea 
by gouging its eye8''eithiBr;out'orjih, the rc- 
Bult-beiug that his i viotim'; writhed and fell 
back into the water, / So:8orelv did.Colonel 
Haggturd bemoan; the fate and snffarings of 
the uhfortun'ate pike';' that ' neither of ua 
seemed to enjoy either;- dur^'^savory supper 
of fried dore or our ftahihgr^for tho balance 
of that evening. And something of tho 
-same feeling of abhorrence of anything like 
cruelty to God's uaofTending creatures ia 
illustrated in hia deaoription In "Dodo and 
I" of the excellent grouse shooting of 
Sandy Boss: "No tinkering of birds, no 
wounded cripples left to perish miserably of 
a broken leg or a clumsy shot behind. No 1 
hia judgment of distance was splendid, and 
every bird was shot well in front. There 
was the maximum of sport, with tho mini- 
mum of cruelty, in shooting like this." The 
pen of an experienced angler alone could 
havo indited the ode to an old fly rod in 
" Polyglot Poems," entitled " Fly Fiahing," 
or the following account of the Dodo's fish- 
ing : " Iu no other man living havo I seen 
such a knack of combining hand and eye 
exactly at tho right instunb so aa to 
ensure hooking a trout rising at tho 
fly. Where Jack und I would often havo 
missed a fish rising abort, bo never miased 
one, and he hardly ever lost a fish when 
once fairly hooked. Tho gillies wore lost in 
admiration at tho way ho throw tho fly, 
letting it fall like gossamer on the water, 
and at the hold and yet skilful way in wliich 
ho played his tiah." And "Ada Triscott" 
abounds with well-told fiahing stories. 

Andrew Haggard ia most fortunate in his 
fnculty for writing without any apparent 
ellbrt. l''rcqucntly he awakea in the morn- 
ing, all prepared with tho plot of a new 
story which seems to have coiiie to him in 
tho shape of a dream. The wriling of poetry 
appears ua natural lo him as the speaking 
of his native languiige. Ho dashed oil' a 
lengthy sketch lor an English magazine 
while wo were canoeing together up 
the Peribouca, His dcacription of the Cana- 
dian Pacifio Bailway was written in the 
cars, " A Strange Tale of a Scarabicus," a 
lyrical and rather wicked romance of tho 
land and days ot the Pharaohs, but portions 
of which read as though they referred to 
those of the Pariainna, — is dated " Near 
Kansas City," and was probably produced, 
for the moat part ut Ituat, an travels by 
land or by water. It was li uidKotnely ])ub- 
lisheil in London, in ISDl, by Messrs. Ke- 
gan Paul, Trench, 'J'ruhner A: Companj', and 
(iedicated to Mrs. Gem'ge Augustus Sala, 
" in sincere appreciation of her literaiy 
worth, and as a mark of gratitude for 
the kindly encouragement she baa lent to tliu 
previous literary etl'orts of her friend tho 
author.'' And his reminiscence of 
Lake Tscliotagama, which has gone 
the rounds of a number of Cana- 
dian newspapers, was scratched on the 
leaf of hia notebook while we were sitting 
around an improvised ta'nle of rock, await- 
ing the coining of our .lodiana willi .su|)per, 
on the evening after we liud left ihe lake of 
the UDpronounceahlc name, and had en- 
camped for the night on a rocky islet below 
the fearfully turbulent Devil's falls of the 
Peribouca river.

Colonel Haggard's lirst puldislicd novel, 
" Tho Dodo and I," U.8 will havo been par- 
tially gleaned from former references to it, 
is largely constructed upon incidents of the 
two last Egyptian campaigns. The plot 
turns, however, to a very great extent, 
upon a variety of superhuman pcrf<irnii.nee ?, 
not built alone, perhaps, by the imagina- 
tion of the author, but, judging by liie 
context, upon tlu! wonderful tales of the 
astrologers and magicians of Cairo contained 
iu "Lvno'a Modern Egyptians," and many 
of which aro worthy of somo of the beat 
creations of tlio " Arabian Xight.s." The

lie's Krilc." A C'anadian c>py right edi- 
tion of "Ada Triseotl " was issued last 
year !iy .Mr. William liry t, of 'I'oronto, 
who ia declared by t!ie author lo be tin- 
only honest publisher he has yet met nut of 
England. 

Many of Andrew Haggard's iioenis are 
love sonnets, and in these the gentle pisaion 
ia oft described with rare felicity and 
dolioioualy innocent frankness, aouliment 
aud melody harmoniously uniting. 

One or two instances of the rhythmic 
cadence of the outhnr's muse may hero be 
permitted mo. From "Homeward Bound"

A Crochet 'Dmbrella Cage. 

Two spools of black crochet silk and a 
small bniss furiiitnr>> ring are tho niate- 
ritils required for this case. Cover tho 
ring with single stitches, thou chain 
three and join with a treble stitch into 
the second single stitch and so on rournl, 
continuing -vvIk'h you reach tho three 
chain as hen-tofore. This prevents irreg- 
ularity where tho rows aro joined. Oc- 
ctisioiKilly slip the case over an ■umbrelki 
so as to liiivo it fit easily, ■widening a few 
times if necepsarv. 




For a 26-inch umbrella mako the case 
twenty inches. Crocliot fourcb.'un, tru;u 
and work to the bcg-inniiigof this round. 
Threo chain, turn, going across its be- 
fore. Continue till this pieco is four 
inches long. Four chain, throw tho 
thread over twice — double treble stitches 
— going across once. Finish with a sctll- 
lop. !Miike a cord of eight or ten strands 
of tho silk and fini.sh tho ends ^\'ith ta.s- 
sels. Owing to tlie elasticity of tho work 
it is not necessary to ma'ke the case as 
long as the -nmbrella by two incites, 
wlulo for the same reason it may be left 
on without danger of wearing the sillc, 
its lite ordinary bought covers are likely 
to do. 

(lariiiture for Hall Dri-sscs. 

Ribbons, feathers and flowers are till 
used as garniture for dancing dres-t s. 
Ribbon is sometimes applied in the fornt 
of enormotis bows on tho bottom of tlia 
skirt, liut more frequently in full ro- 
settes or uhoux or windmill bows with 
floating ends. Indeed the floating en ils 
should never bo omitted, as they add so 
materially to the lightness of the danc- 
ing dress.

TO -i'l'.irs of 'Womaii .'^afl'iaKu In 
WyonUng-. 

An important and interesting contri- 
bution to tho literature of the woman 
question is contained in a letter to tho 
New York .Sun froni "Wyoming. It is ii 
clear ami compi^L'heusive siimniiug up of' 
the results of tweuty-ujie years of \vom- 
an suffrage in tlitit state. Wo learn 
from it that nearly every vv'omiui in tho 
state votes. Tho ladies have their par- 
tisan clubs— iu'ptil)lican, Democratioand 
I'oimlist. They take fully as much in- 
terest in polities as the men do. They 
formerly voted tho Republican ticket 
mostly, but last year their .sympa- 
thies wero aroused on tho sido of 
tho "rustler.s" as against tho cattle 
barons in the cow war, and Ihey voted 
almost to a woman with tho Demo- 
cnits, because the Iieniocratiu platform 
leaned toward the rustlers. 1 am glad 
to perceive they liavo Ica.rneil already 
tluit j-on cannot law ■\-irtuo and morality 
into the human race. : In this they are in 
advancG of somo of their sisters in the 
east. The women of \Yyoniiiig concern 
themselves iiarticttlarly v.-itli the charac- 
ter of llie ctindidate who is to enforce 
the laws already made, rather than\vitli 
tlie jjassing of new laws. A in.aii wlio is 
a drunicard, a wife or child boater, a 
gambler or a corniid pclilieiiui stands 
no inori' chance of getiing into ollice in 
Wyoming Ihtiii of gutting into heaven. 
Ono candidate was reported to have 
slapped his wife because a .shirt sho luul 
made for him was too small. ' 'The wom- 
en vowed to nndvo him feel so small tluit 
ho could use the li,i11e shirt for an over- 
coat, iind ib.ey did it.'' The shirt story 
will follow him to the end of liis days 
wherever he goes. As to ofliceholding, 
the ladies do not Bcoiu to aspire after 
that £0 iimcb, though Ihej' get their pro- 
portion of the places. The ollice of school 
Bupcrintcndeut is I'V common consent, 
j-ielded to a woman in till the twelve 
countie.'!. Tho pay is from s|;(lO0 a year 
to s;,l,,")UO. Two women havo been elected 
justii-es of the jicace. The correspondent 
Bttys there are no women doctors or hnv- 
ycrs in tho st;ite, which is unfortunate. 
There ought to ho both. Fiiuilly after 
tweuty-ono yetirs of suffrage the Wy- 
oming women have only to show as a re- 
sult in their state "good, honest govern- 
ment :tnd pure elections." What more 
would anybody want, pray? 

Till! way to achieve gains for our sex 
is ft)r women to stand by ono another 
through thick and thin. Do yon remem- 
h('r what Olive Si^hreiner said in one of 
her "Dreauts.-" — '■I loolced and sav,- that 
fill the Avomen held ono another by tho 
hand." 

An enterprising firm of women tcti 
niercliants have bouglit ;i la.rge tea ])lan- 
tation of their own in C'e\'loii. They em- 
ploy women in all the branches of their 
business where it is possible. There aro 
women tasters, blenders and packers. 

"Wo aro told tliat in Wyoniint,' fine ]ior- 
sonal appetirance and winning manners 
go a long way towtird electing a candi- 
date of either sex. 'Well, why not? Other 
things being equal, that is ns it should 
bo. May the ibiy never come when the 
race will be iiiseiisil)le to the clittrm of 
persontil beauty in either man or woman. 
Tho Greeks were netiri'r right than tho 
old church ascetics in this matter. Beau- 
ty culture, through cleanliness of body 
and mind, tlirough ]>!iysical education, 
and, above all, tliroiigli developing tho 
sweet g'races of tlie soul, is a legitimtito 
and uoblo pursuit. I for one never yet 
met an imlividual rcpulsi\'o in physical 
appearance who was cither good or 0fted . 
And when I see upon a public platform 
as a speaker a woman with slijiper stop- 
per shoes, a badly fitting gown, not over 
neat tinil sluiiiiied over shoulders I know 
instantly lhat such ii woman has as yet 
no conception of the noblest and most 
exidted doctrines of jirogre.ss. 

AYhen a married wniiiaii's husbtind 
neglects her the poorest w;iy in the world 
is for her to sit at homo and mopo tind 
shed tear.s over it. Let her brighten up 
and go and liave good times too. There 
is niueli pleiisure li.'ft in llie world, even 
if one's husband is no longer in love with 
one as much as he used to be. 

I am so tired of hearing about "woman 
as a wife iind mother" that at times I 
would liko to go off and live ttmong tho 
Esk-imos or somi; phico where I did not 
uudersttind the language. 

In ^\'yomiug a married and an unmar' 
ried woman were ojiposing candidates 
for school superintendent in one of (ho 
counties. The single woniau iijipealed 
to a ^vlf e for her vote on the ground that 
tho opponent was a married woman and 
had a husband to support her. Instantly 
till) v.'oniait voter, who Icnew how i(: was 
herself, replied; "Wh;it of tlititV A mar- 
ried wonmii ban ;i harder tinio to get 
money than anybody else." I\[y si.sters, 
that imirried woman stated a gi'eat truth. 
Thero is no way of getting money bo 
surely tis A) earn it yourself. 

Jfoi o interesting perhaps than at any 
previous meeting were the si>eeches d' •li^•- 
eretl this year at the convention of tho 
National Wnman Suffrage assoei.al ion. 
Tlie addre.-sof lion. Carroll D. Wright 
oil "^\■|llllell ill Industry" and that o£ 
May Wri.'^hl; Sewall on "Municipal 
Housekeeping" sbfiw wliich way tho'\vo- 
inaii ipiestioii of lijilay is drifting. 

It is pleasant to think i il' that woman 
in tlio town of Newlmrg, N. Y., who is 
Buperintendent of the street cleaning 
and street sprinkling depiirtment. Sho 
is ill exactly the right pliice. Sho has 
had the contract for a number of years 
and niadi; a fair profit out of it, hirhig 
and su]ieriideiiiliiig her own laborers. 
This is better than it is in some of tho 
cities of h^iirope, whcro I saw women 
scriipuig and cleaning tho streets with 
men bosses over tlieni. 

Miss Elizabeth Utter i.s deputy clerk 
of tho United States circuit court for tho 
western division of tho western district 
of Missouri at Kansas City.

CATTLE QUAIIAN liNE- 

Wasiiikotov, Feb. 4. — Secretary Rusk 
to-day issued an order wlioroijy, under tlio 
act of Auj;uat, ISilO, the D.partmont of 
Agriculture requires all cattle imported into 
tho United States from Great Britain and 
tho continent of Kuropo bo hold in (iiiaran- 
tinc for a period of 00 days, and wlicreas it 
haa recently bicu ollioially deolared l)y tho 
uutlioritiea of Great iJiitain that cattle im- 
ported into Euyland from tho Dominion of 
Canadii liave been ufTected ivith contaijioua 
disease, known as contagioua pleuro- 
pneumonia, and have conimuuiettted 
tlie same to Uritish cattle, and 
that tho said disease exisla in 
_tho said D.miinion of Canada ; and wlicrcas 
the existence of the disease in Canada ia in- 
jurioua to tho stock iiitoreats of tlio United 
States, and lack of quarantine might again 
• lead to the introduction of this destructive 
disease into tho U. S , which disease haa 
recently been exterminated at great ex- 
pense, now, tliereforo it ia ordered thit all 
cattle to bo imported from the Dominion of 
Canada into tlio United States are hereby 
made anbjeot to the regulations of tho De- 
partment of Agriculture of October 1.'?, 
1890, and the exceptions contained in the 
third and sixth regulations of the said 
date and applicable to Canadian settlers, 
are hereby rescinded and cattle Imported 
from Canada are subject to the same condi- 
tions and requirements as if tbey were im- 
ported into the United States from Great 
Britain or the continent of Europe.

Why the fope A])iioliiti'il nil .^iicistoUe Dele- 
gate to the United States. 

RoMi', Fob. .'). — The Holy Congregation 
of tli(! Propaganda haa addressed the follow- 
in:; (Icclsralioii to the Roman Catholic 
Archbishoiis iu the United States : 

Moat liiuatrious and Most Reverend Sirs : 
The Supreme Pontilf has ninny rea.soiis of 
sadness on account of distresses which the 
impudent endeavors of wicked men aro try- 
ing to bring upon Christianity, especially in 
Europe, Un the other band, it is a great 
consolation to him to see the increase of 
Catholicism, with God's aid, elsewhere in 
the world. This is espepially true of the 
great republic. Where, scarcely a 
century ago, was hardly a ves- 
tige of Cutholioity, we sec now the 
church flourishing in^ tho great num- 
ber of its faith, its institutions of govern- 
ment, its orders and hierarchy and its large 
aenate of bishops, Encouraged, therefore, 
the pontiff not only follows with great in- 
terest the thi:>gB pertaining to tho good of 
religion in those parts, but has tried to 
show plainly his great solicitude. When 
the University of Washington City waa 
opened it plea.-ied tlie poiilill to send a fiie- 
latc to congratulate the bishops on tho 
event and encourage them to still greater 
works. Now, iu the fourth centuiy after 
the shores of America, sei)aiated by an 
ocean from the Old World, were lirat 
discovered, and v.hile tho memory of the 
auspicious event ia being ..'chbrated iu fea- 
tivahj, the iJontilV, who ia u great admirer of 
the republic, rlclr-g acs tlie Siinio )irclat(', a 
man of the higlie.st iHgnity, to testify to the 
Pope's regard for thia post. Tho care of tlie 
most thoughtful piontili' has not rested here.

His Holineaa, therefore, 
orders the Holy Congregation of the Propa- 
ganda to signify to the bishops of the 
United States that he lias deterniinod to 
appoint the Veneralilc Franci", Titular 
Archbishop of Lepanto, aa apostolic dele- 
gi'.te to the United States. 'J'his, according 
to tho custom of the church, seemed appro- 
priate to tho state of dignity which the 
Catiiolic religion ban attained in America, 
and ( bptci.Llly on account of other p';i u- 
liar circumstances. 'J'licrefore, doiilitb a 
you illustriou.a [irclatca v.ill receive joyfully 
what tlie Pontilf liaa thought it well to do 
for tl'.e honor ami gmid of the clunch. 
While informing y: u of thcmo.it wi.-io dc- 
I ermiiiiitioii oi his HolincKS, wc expr(ss the 
liiin hope that you ",vill ililigcnily arsist the 
diatinguiihed mHu whom the pastor of the 
whole church has niaile a deh'gale among 
you in every l hiiig pertaining to your allaiiH.
